AFFECTING COMMERCE 
The unanimous opinion of the United States fifth 
circuit court of appeals that the national labor re­ 
lations board lacks the right to regulate employer- 
employe relations in manufacturing widen« the ju­ 
dicial grave toward which the labor relations act has 
been stumbling since its passage a little less than a 
year ago. 
The court ot appeals decision is based on the su­ 
preme court's ruling in the Guffey coal act case "the 
labor relations board hM no Jurisdiction over a labor 
dispute between employer and employes touching the 
discharge of laborers in a . . , plant who were only 
engaged in manufacture.” 
The powers of the board as set forth In the aJi 
are made contingent upon the contention that certain 
practices in dealing with labor affect commerce. All 
the courts can do Is to make plain that the commerce 
must be interstate in order to warrant the exercise 
of federal authority. That was the point of the su­ 
preme court’s ruling in the Guffey act case; it is tht 
point In the fifth circuit court of appeals ruling. 
This weakness in the labor board was pointed out 
when it was created. It has been emphasised with in- j 
creasing sharpness as the board has attempted to 
exercise an authority it simply could not have under 
the existing Constitution. It is not strange that omc 
labor leaders are beginning to ask why the adminis­ 
tration should expect them to be grateful for a thing 
which doesn't work and which every reasonably well I 
Informed lawyer knew couldn’t work when it wa 
created.
